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The 1982 World Con was held at the Hyatt Regency Downtown ( with 
the help of surrounding hotels) on September 2 ~ 6, and boasted 
4296 persons cumulative attendance on See night. To take the 
con point by point: 

THE ART SHOW - was pretty good, but so big you could get lost in 
it. It featured displays of Michael Whelan, Tim Hildebrandt, and 
also had a wide section for three-dimensional pieces. As far as 
entering it went, paperwork was handled much better than the dry 
run they'd tried at the WindyCon previously. They still had long 
lines for art pick-up though on Sunday. 

THE HUCKSTERS ROUM - was enormous and had everything imaginable 
on sale. For instance, one table was selling Nerf shurikens, 
(Japanese throwing stars), and another was premiering its version 
of J. R. R. Tolkeins "One-Ring" complete with elvish carvings 

in its golden surface. Also, the House of Isher appears to be 
surviving under new management now, and calls itself "Isher" as 
opposed to "Isher Enterprises" 

REGISTRATION - had one particularly laughable point. It was the 
first time that having a name that started with a letter close to 
the end of the alphabet was an advantage. JI was in and out in 5 
minutes while Todd waited over 45 minutes.

THE CON SUITE - was well-stocked and plagued by the usual hoards 

of cigarette smokers. But its main problem was the budget cuts 
which forced its hours to be cut. back to minimum. During the day, 
the Role-Playing gamers had control of the room as if it were a 
function room, (which it essentially was), and the con suite itself 
would open for business at 6pm and run to about 3 or 4 in the a of m. 
THE WEAPONS PULICY - was generally idiotic. And that's all I'll 
say about that since I promised that I wouldn't soapbox.

FILMS - The film schedule included: Time Bandits, Escape From New 
York, Dragonslayer, Altered States, Outland, Phantom of the Para- 
dise, Plan 9 From Outer Space, (the original) Lost World, Excalibur, 
Attack of the Killer Tomatoes, The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari, Dracula, 
Bladerunner, and Raiders of the Lost Ark (which attracted a packed 
house). There were also many animated short films: Bambi Meets 
Godzilla, Bambi's Revenge, Vicious Cycles, Recorded Live, Sergeant 
Swell, Mountain Music, Blaze Glory, and then there was the in- 
evitable Hardware Wars. 

NEW FILMS/STANDTNG EXHIBITS - In order to promote the upcoming new 
releases, there were 3 rooms with standing exhibits for REVENGE OF 
THE JEDI ~ There was one room for this exhibit alone which had one 
of the three actual carbon-freezing blocks used in the filming of 
THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK, with Han Solo's grimacing mug frozen in 
eray effigy, and also on display was one of the new speed cycles 
that Luke and Leia ride in the new film; DARK CRYSTAL - the only 
thing on view for this one was a continual video tape that told about 
some of the new puppetry techniques used. The characters in this 
newest project of Jim Henson& are represented almost verbatim from 
the original conceptual drawings by Brian Froud; KRULL - a new 
sword and sorcery epic; NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO =- see page three; 

and KELLY FREAS - a showcase of some of his old and new works. A 
well known artist in the science fiction and fantasy field, Kelly 
had over 30 of his original paintings on display. 

THE MASQUERADE - was plagued with problems. First, for reasons 

that I suppose are understandable, no media-oriented costumes were 
allowed, which made it difficult to enjoy many of the costumes if 
you hadn't read the book or short story that they were from. How- 
ever, there were a couple of real stand outs, like the satyr who 
really did have goat-like legs, and the two girls who did "Centaur 
Warrioress and Human Companion”. This last costume had one girl 
who portrayed the front end of the centaur, and the other one was 
the horse end's legs with human legs attached around her waist making 
it appear that a human girl was riding a centaur. Both rather clever. 
The biggest problem the masquerade had was that there were only 
1000 tickets handed out for the folks who wanted to see the event, 
and out of the 4000 plus people that attended the con, not many 


were accorded that priviledge.

PANELS - a symposium on WARP: the science fiction stage play, 

an interview with Philip Jose Farmer, a slide show about fantasy 
art by Michael Whelan, the L-5 Society's Space Industrialization 
and Colonization Symposium, the daily Author's Forum, The Making 
of E.T. Slide Show, the Kelly Freas Science Fiction Art Interview, 
@uestion and Answer Session with Gary Gygax of TSR Hobbies, the 
Annual Trivia Bowl, and an interview with Jim Henson re: DARK 
CRYSTAL. The schedule also featured Academic Programming, Club 
Meetings and Gatherings, plus myriad other small panels and spe- 
cial interest programming. 

SPECIAL ATTRACTIONS: 

REVENGE OF THE JEDI - A large presentation was given for the new- 
est of the episodes in the Star Wars saga. Although we were shown 
a slide show and a short film, very little of the plot was revealed. 
It was apparent though, that Luke Skywalker gets captured by lots 
of stormtroopers and a rather triumphant Darth Vader. Han Solo 
comes back, as does Obi-Wan, and there is another cantini-type 
scene with dozens of new and really wierd monsters. 

DOUGLAS ADAMS AND LIFE THE UNIVERSE AND EVERYTHING - Doug Adams 
participated in an interview and then a question and answer session 
that resulted in his reading excerpts from LIFE THE UNIVERSE AND 
EVERYTHING, the latest and third in the HTTCH-HIKER's series. In 
his one autograph session, I happened to ask him if he had writer's 
cramp by now. He sighed and said, "If I had a penny for every time 
someone's asked me that..." Todd promptly produced a penny and 
dropped it on the table in front of Adams and asked him again, 
"Have you got writer's cramp?” 

"All right, all right," Adams sniffed and snatched up a scrap 
of paper and proceeded to write furiously. He looked up briefly to 
ask: "What's five pennies around here?

All of this in- 
volves 4 races in a tangled web for control of the mystical Dark 
Crystal which possesses enough power to control the very life 
forces of the planet itself. Slated for Christmastime release, it 
should be worth the bucks. At the end of the presentation, all 
those in attendance were given DARK CRYSTAL movie posters, which 
Todd and I had signed by Gary Kurtz. Jim Henson was harder to
